AVIATION FUNDS 

‘There seems to be some mis 
‘apprehension regarding tho collection 
of Aviation funds by Chinese in the 
International Settlement, judging 
from a letter which has’ been con- 
feibuted by a correspondent. This 
Journal has made inguirlos.and it has 
‘ascertained on reliable authority that 
the Counell has no objection to funds 
for Aviation purposes being collect- 
ed in the Settlement provided contri- 
butions were made voluntarily, In 
the Spring of last year Police notices 
were issued that Aviation contribu:

Sensational plols lO undermine the 
Central Government were revealed 
to-day In the Court Indictment 
against the six suspects in connection 
with the attempted assassination of 
Mr. Wang Chinge3, former presl- 
dent of the Execuive Yuan, last 
November 1.

M. FLANDIN’S APPEAL 
March 31. 

M. Flandin has appealed to Herr| 
Hitler for precise definition of the 
peaceful policy of which so much 
has been spoken and written dur- 
ing the lest few weeks. France is 
jas ready as Great Britain to co- 
‘operate with Germany in the con- 
solldation of European peace, but, 
like Great Britain, 's anxious to’ 
proce on the basis of practical 
[adherence to practical issues, among 
which the observance of 'solemn| 
pledges is of pre-eminent import- 
ance. There is no disposition to 
{resist Germany's claim to equality| 
of status in the comity of nations. 
‘The condition precedent, however, to 
negotiation must be an assurance of 
regard for international law. Herr 
Hitler will not be too strictly held 
to some of the emotional passages 
In his recent election addresses; yet 
when he seems to maintain that 
Germany alone is to be the sole 
arbiter of the meaning of pledges 
which she gives, he 1s. obvicusly| 
advancing to a point at which any 
rt of diplomatic engagement be- 
comes impossible. No countty to~ 
day is less in danger of atteck than 
Germany, No country is being 
more sympathetically treated in 
[respect of its dimiculties and its 
internal policies. Because within 
Germuny the voice of criticism is 








developed in the’ world outside a 
|remarkable diffidence in comment 
jing on German affairs. This is 
attributable in, large measure to'a 
belief’ in Herr Hitler's sincerity 
‘when he emphasizes the poaceful- 
ness of his intentions. But sincerity 
must be backed by. solid proofs if 
it Is to be taken as the instrument 
‘of diplomatic policy. 

‘At the beginning ‘of the month, 
Herr Hitler made in general terms

It is a curious paradox 
that those who are most vehement 
in - protesting that Herr Hitler's 
breach of the Locarno Treoty should 
not even be ‘noted “ar ot ally 
emphatle in demanding tha his 
offer of a twenty-five year pact, 
unaccompanied by anything more 
than_ platittidinous ' generalizations, 
should be promptly accepted as.a 
‘covenant in which implicit faith can 
be placed without further inquiry. 
If there 1s any logic in this attitude 
it may be said to express a belief 
that, by thus deferring examination 
of the present crisis, the peril of 
war may be ‘conveniently post- 
oned to some distant date. No- 
‘one would deny’ that any postpone- 
‘ment of war is to be commended, 
but only if it gives réal promise of,

This 
decision will be generally approved. 
fas the only way of meeting the 
eriticlsms aroused by the unfor- 
tunate accident which produced in- 
complete returns on Tuesday even~ 
ing and necessitated the issue of 
amended returns the next day, 
when 323 uncounted votes had been 
discovered, Much regret will be 
felt that this additional strain 
should be put upon the Ratepayers 
especially as, in achieving a poll of 
80 per cent. of the electoral roll, 
they had obviously shown intense 
interest in the Election and had 
vindleated thelr sense of civic 
resnonsibility. Neither the _can= 
didates nor electors enn be blamed 
for what haz happened, It is 
natural that feclings of annoyance 
should be uppermost at the moment. 
‘Yet Shanghai's commonsense will 
applaud the Consuls’ decision and 
refure to be piqued into withhold- 
ing co-operation in the measures 
taken for regularizing the basis of 
the Council for the coming year. 
‘There is, apparently, a possibility 
that having gained their very prop~ 
erly made demand for a new elec- 
tlon, the Japanese may avert the 
need for a socond election by 
withdrdwing one of their candidates.

RICKSHAW REFORM 

It ts satisfactory to find that various 
‘organizations are giving public oxpres 
slon to their solleltude for. per- 
foverance In the reform of "the 
rickshaw industry In Shanghal, The 
Influentially signed petition ‘which 
urges steadfast adherence. to. the 
measures proposed by the Rickshaw 
Board has been reinforced by com- 
ments from individual organizations 
and It is understood that women of 
‘all nationalities are behind tho move- 
ment, ‘The problem, as has been 
polnted out, has to’ be considered 
Under two heads: frstly the Improve 
ment of the economic condition. of 
the puller and his protection against 
undue exploitation ‘and secondly 
the provision of a decent rickshaw 
satisfying modest standards of clear 
ness and comfort, The Rickshaw 
Board has encountered persistent and 
truculent opposition from the rick- 
shaw owners who shamelessly employ 
all ‘the technique of the obstinate 
mulo—including his kicks and plung- 
ing—to block progress.

ASIA THROWING BACK 
NEW CIVILIZATION 








Complete Sovietization of 
Central Region 
London, Mar. 23, 





“Asia is a land of great contrasis. 
She is rapidly throwing back the 
white man and the civilization he had 
brought,” declared Mlle Ella Maillart, 
a Swiss’ journalist who is well known, 
in Pelping, in a tecture before the 
Royal Central Asian Society to-day. 

Viscount Allenby was in the chair, 
and many distinguished persons were 
‘among the audience. 

‘Mlle Maillart said that the Russians 
were completely Sovictizing Central 
Asia_with schools, cinemas, radio 
loudspeakers and medical assistance. 

They already monopolized nine- 
tenths of Sinkiang’s trade, and Indian, 
trade there was dying under dis- 
crimination and restrielions of every 
kind, 

‘The Russians, she continued, com- 
pletely dominated she Chinoso Gov- 
ernment in Sinkiang, and no other 
foreigners were allowed to enter that,

Large Number of Arrests: Medical Missionary Arrésted 
on Honeymoon While Photographing

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Interrupted Honeymoon 

Of one arrest details ‘have beon 
reeéived here, It had no direct con- 
nection with’ the assassinations of 
last month, though with the state of 
affairs now oblaining in-Japan, it 
might be suggested to tourists that 
they could not pick out a poorer 
time {0 be arrested in that country. 
Dr, J, M. Leggale, FRCS, of the 
Mukden ‘Medical College and the 
Mukden Hospital, of the Church of 
Scotland, who was married in Mul 
den on Match 4 to Miss Grace Clarke 
of singking, and who. with his bride 
salled from Dairen on the Ural Maru 
for three weeks’ honeymoon trip, was. 
arrested by the Japanese police, as 
soon as the ship touched Japan. 

It Is learned that the charge is 
photographing within_a fortified zone, 
the offence belng stipposed to have 
faken place at Dairen the day after 
the wedding. ‘Taking photographs or 
sketching of Dalren harbour is strict- 
ly forbidden by the Japanese Fortress 
Headquarters at Port Arthur, as the 
harbour Is within the fortied, zone. 

It ts also entirely unnecessary us 
there is an ample supply of post 
cards and other photographs showing 
the wharves and all other important 
features, which are much better and 
much cheaper than the amateur snap- 
shola of sples and other tourists, ‘The 
Japanese are among the world's 
breatest consumers of sensitized 
celluoid and number many artistic 
photographers among them. Some- 
times one wonders whether the 
arrests of some foreigner who has

have not ceased to advance from the 
‘opening of the season until. to-day. 
‘This latter fact has apparently not 
‘been overlooked by the Customs, for 
‘during the past twa months, the ex- 
port duties, charged on these lines 
have sometimes greatly exceeded the 
figures used by the fur merchants in 
Jealdulating their offers. Mr. Lang 
asserts that customs values have been 
‘advanced from 100 fo 300 per cent. 
‘over the preceeding season, and ex- 
pressed some wonderment as to 
where the Custom authorities obtain- 
Jed their figures, 

‘Milltary ‘Transfers 

‘The transfer of Gen. Minami, com- 
mander of the Kwantung Army and 
[concurrently Japanese Ambassador to 
Hsinking is made the occasion by the 
local press of long reviews of the 
Jeventful Afteen months of his term, 
‘The retiring commander is described 
by military oMcers as “acting with 
great sense of responsibility and 
even-mindedness.” 

‘The incumbent, Gen. K. Uyeda, is 
hailed as a man of great directness 
of character, extreme impartiality, 
wisdom beyond his years, proven 
ability as a soldier, and diplomatic 
itls of no mean order. A Hsinking 
paper, after paying a tribute to Gen. 
Minami as one of the senior mem- 
bers of the Japanese ‘Army, remarks 
that, "Not only in the upper strata 
of Japanese politics, but in Man- 
Jchoukuo as well, new blood in place 
Jot seniority is being demanded,” and 
jeoneludes that, “the time is’ come 
when age should retire In favour of 
yauth and vigour, in the conduct of 
military, administrative, — economic 
Jand cultural affairs.”

‘Mr. Lyall bases his contention on 
comparison between the infinitesimal 
selzures of drugs in North America 
and the total number of drug addicts 
in the United Slates and Canada, 
officially stated to be 120,000 and 8,000, 
respectively. 

He points out that drug addicts are 
not confined to these two countries, 
‘and declares it is an inevitable con- 
clusion that clandestine factories 
Producing many tons of drugs 
‘nnually exist somewhere, He ad- 
‘mits that smuggling eannot be stopped 
without measures calculated to choke 
legitimate trade, 

‘There are suMfcient stocks of opium 
in the Netherlands Bast Indies to Jast 
46 years, he states, and the Nether. 
Jands Government has been urged to 
diminish this quantity as soon as 
Possible, 

Mr. Lyall draws attention to a 
recent declaration by Gen, Chiang 
Kai-shek, President of the Executive 
‘Yuan of the Nanking Government, 
that the Chinese authorities have a 
measure of responsibility for checking 
opium smoking among Chinese out- 
side of China, and points out that, if 
stocks continue to exist, it will be 
dificult for proper collaboration 
between China and those countries 
where Chinese workmen smoke 
opium.—Reuter,

(Of course the guardians of the law 
are well within their rights in arrest 
ing rumour-mongers for one of the 
first regulations issued by the Martial 
Law Headquarters was a warning that 
all persons disseminating false reports 
‘would be arrested. 

But it is not a very comfortable 
feeling when one perpetually has to 
use the utmost caution in talking, 
specially when there are so many in- 
credible as well as credible rumours 
about.

as spies. ‘This naturally ig causing 
‘considerable misgiving among the cor- 
respondents, 

‘Many of them often exchange in- 
formation with embassy people and 
when the news obtained is not worth 
sending home, they do not do 
so. What they would like to know 
is whether they would be regarded as 
spies in such an event. 

Strangely enough, if one takes the 
trouble to look the word up in the 
dictionary, he will discover that such 
1 practice may be construed as spying. 

Fortunately, the Japanese, authori- 
ties have no’ intention to arrest all 
persons in this category. As a matter 
of fact they have been extremely 
Tenient in most cases, Moreover few 
question the right of the authorities 
to hold a rumour-monger under the 
elrcumstances prevailing. What they 
do seck 1s an official explanation of 
the specific charges made against Mr.

‘Tibetan Delegates Arrive 

Last week 200 Tibetans from the 
interior suddenly and unexpectely 
arrived in Tachlenlu. Immediately 
Gen. Li had the streets closely guard- 
ed and an armed guard was placed 
at the different forelgn residences. 
Susplelous about the Tibetan arrival 
was the fact that they moved en 
masse. One day fifty Tibetans march- 
ed in to our compound with no 
other object apparently than to pay 
f friendly call, But the gang looked 
susplelous and they were carefully 
watched. They proved quite harm- 
less, however, being some of our old 
felends from Goakaka. Later It 
transpired that the 200 wild and 
woolly visitors were men bearing a 
grievance. They had a petition to 
lay before Gen. Li to the effect that 
former governors of the Marches had 
used them merely as beasts of burden, 
outrageously had overtaxed them and 
had made thelr lives unbearable— 
the gist “ot thelr~request wes, “we 
don't want this man to rule over us.” 

Apparently each district in Hsikang 
was represented and the 200 men 
who arrived in Tachienlu had 1,000 
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nomads. ‘They have practically no 
‘use for the politieal acrobat, orator 
or schemer, and only desire a man 
who rule them firmly and wisely. 
Gen, Li is such a man. He move 
about the border very largely on his 
‘own feet but he usually has his horse 
ehind him which on occasions he 
‘may mount, ‘The Tibetans are early 
risers, usually having finished their 
morning prayers before the sun is 
vp, but Gen. Li already has accom: 
plished much work and visited several 
“dino-baos' before the Jama has started 
his prayers,

FROM NANKING 


Government Makes Final 
Library Payment 
Fron A. Consmeroxor 


Nanking, Mar. 23 
‘The annual meeting of the board of 
dircelors of the University of Nanking 
was held on Friday, at the home of 
Mr. Y. G, Chen, President, In the 
absence of Mr. ‘t, C, Woo, chairman 
of the board, Dr, ‘L, W. Hon, director 
of tho British Boxer Indemnity Fund, 
presided, 

It was reported that a final payment 
had been made by the national Gov- 
ernment towards its pledge of $300,- 
000, ‘This sum is to be Used chlety 
for a library, Payments have been 
received of $250,000 in Government 
‘bonds and $50,000 in cash. Of the 
final payment $15,000 will be set apart 
for the Ferguson Museum building, 
which is to house the art collection 
donated by Dr. J. C, Ferguson. ‘The 
alumni have alrendy given $13,254 for 
this buslding, so that there Js available 
row a fund of $28,254 toward tho total 
of $40,000 being sought for the bulld- 
ing. Plans were approved for the 
construction of the lbrary. 

‘The university brary has a total of 
107,000 Chinese books, approximately 
25,000 Western books, and. 75,000 
pamphlets and smaller publications, 
making a total of over 200,000 books 
and pamphlets. A new’ building: 
urgently is needed and the construe 
Yon of the new library will be a very 
‘welcome addition to the equipment of 
the university, 

Dr, K. C. Liu, brarion and dean of 
the College of Arts, published several 
‘years ago a system’ of classification of 
books for Chinese libraries, which is, 
ow In use in forty braries in China, 
including the National Library in 
Peiping. 

‘A building permit has been secured 
for the new college dormitory which 
4s under construction. A new selence 
laboratory, to cost $9,500 Is being con- 
tructed, 

‘The board of directors approved of 
fan agreemont between the Kiangou 
Provincial Forest Experiment Station 
‘and the University regarding the 
‘organization and management of the 
‘Tsing Lung Shan Mountain Co- 
operative Forest Experiment Station. 
‘This co-operation is to be maintained 
for a period of thirty years unl 
terminated by mutual agreement. 

‘The Board has granted a leave of 
absenco of six months for Mr, Chen 
to visit America to make personal 
contact with the board of founders 
of the University of Nanking, other 
‘co-operating bodies and institutions $n 
‘the United States and the universities 
in the West.

The voter then came 
out and dropped the envelope into 
the ‘poll-box, Before leaving, the 
voter's name was given to an oficial 
stationed at the exit barrier. This 
official, -helped by others, had a list 
of all ‘voters and as each name was 
iven it was crossed off the list 
There was not the slightest possibility, 
‘of anyone voting twice. 


Sick Come on Stretchers 
Even the sick came to vote. Friends 
brought in Germans on stretchers, 
who otherwise would have been un- 
able to get to the poll. Only those 
up-country did not come to vote. 

Promptly at 6 pm. the poll was 
closed and then, amidst much excite- 
ment, the votes were counted.

In the organization of any field 
inquiry In China, the hospitals man- 
aged by mission bodies formed the 
nucle! from which information coul 
be gained and help obtained in ine 
quiries which were at times regarded | 
with suspicion and prejudice in. this 
country, especially if the foreigner 
had anything to do with it. At the 
Dest, such efforis might be regarded 
with a certain amount of amused 
toleration, as the almless wanderings 
}of comparatively harmless lunatics. 
Were It not for the valuable help 
afforded by mission hospitals and the 
enlightened Chinese medical men 
associated with these hospitals, very 
Iittle real progress could be obtained 
in any fleld modical research of value. 


Medleal ‘Treatment Backward 

‘The state of ordinary medical treat- 
ment of the simplest order was so 
Backward that any medical man 
Penetrating to a remote district to 
gain information on a research prob- 
Tem almost was compelled to gain the 
‘confidence of the populace by com- 
meneing operations with the distribu- 
tion of a fow simple remedies. He 
might apply first-aid measures or 
surgery, or In such manner ingratlate 
himself’ that he might, by doing a 
Hittle immediate good, make his in- 
guirics indreeiy end’ with due cat- 

“The situation was not much further 
advanced than what the early explor- 
ers found necessary in visiting un- 
known and uncivilized tribes by 
distributing glass beads and trinkets 
{in barter for valuable native products. 
This" was perfectly natural and 
understandable. Tt was not 
‘seademle research worker who would 
make tho slightest success in field 
work. “It took a man of broad and 
sympathetic understanding, infinite 
patience, and, above all, equipped 
With sound common sense, to make 
headway in fleld work in'China. 

“The ideal was the patriotic Chinese 
citizen who was stimulated to his 
lendeavours by nding something, 
which he believed would be of ad- 
Vantage to his countrymen in sup- 
pressing elther a grave condition of 
utritional disorder or alleviating and,

This nation 
fality has sometimes to be confirmed 
by the producing of _ passports 
registration or marriage certificates, 
No case is over helped without a 
lquict and careful investigation, 
Whenever it is found that an ap- 
[plicant is not cligible for help, an 
fettort is made to pass on the case 
to some other organization.’ 

Women Assisted 

During the past year, the report 
revealed, assistance was given to 
39 women, many of whom were 
mothers of small children. School 
fees were paid of partially paid for 
}20 children and the monthly grant 
of $25 was pald to St. Joseph's 
Orphanage to purchase shoes for 
British orphans. Coal, rent, hospital 
land food bills also were paid. Mem- 
lbers packed and distributed 35, 
[Christmas hampers. Hospitals were 
visited weekly by ‘two members to 
bring cheer to the British Navy, 
merchant sea-faring men or an 
Indigent Briton in need of friends. 

‘The board sponsored three jumble 
sales during the year ‘which added 
'$1,168.75 to the funds. During the 
lyear the board opened a knitting de~ 
Jpartment and in July organized a 
picnic for less fortunate children. 

‘Members learned yesterday that 
1935 saw successful accomplishment 
for the Hospital Aid Department 
which Is under direction of the 
Social Service Board. Altogether a 
total of 8,920 articles were made and 
sent to British hospitals in the 
interior of China.

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IN DEFENCE OF THE COUNCIL 


Strong Speech Delivered by the Cha’ 
at Dinner in the Shanghai Club 


A strong defence of the Shanghai 
. Municipal Counell, its polley, and its 
constitution was made by Mr. H. E. 
‘Arnhold at the annual dinner’ of the 
Society of Chartered Accountants in 
China, which was held at 8 o'clock 
‘on Friday night in the Snanghal Club. 
‘Among the -ofcial guests were Sir 
Frederick Lelth-Ross, "HE, 
Arnkold, Mr. M, Res? mr. 
Edwin Howard, Mr, Louis 2 ‘v, Dr. 
4H, Chatley, chairman of the inewtition 
‘of Civil Engincors, Mr. C. R. Webb, 
ehaleman of the Institution of Blectri- 
‘eal Engineers, and Mr, J. A. Bonny- 
man, chairman of the Institution of 
‘Mechanteal Engineers : 

Ina light speech, Mr. B, F. Hard~ 
man, ‘president. of "the society, who 
presided over the dinner, introduced 
the various speakers of the evening. 

‘Mr, Arnhold then sald:— 

In the first place 1 wish to thank you 
for having asked me to be your guest 
to-night. Whilst T understand that 
afier dinner speeches should be in a 
Tighter voin, 1 venture to think you 
will ‘be disappointed to hear mere 
platitudes from me, and T therefore 
propose to give you briefly the history 
of our predominant position on the 
Shanghal Muntelpal Council and, of 
“the gradual changes which have taken 
place in {ts composition. Before doing 
0 T would like to refer to an article 
jn the “Shanghai Times" a few 
days ago, in which it was stated: 
"We do not care very much if all our 
Counelliors were Hottentots so long as 
they gave us good, eMclent, just and 
‘economical administration plus a tittle 
more energy in overcoming many of 
the disabilities to which an ancient 
set of Land Regulations condemns us." 

Criliclem of “Fattures” 

Critlelsm of the Counelt’s fallure to 
effect reforms is frequontly heard, but 
Yt would be unwise for the Counc!l 
to attempt anything whieh it has not 
the necessary powers (o enforce, and 
to thus expose the weakness of Its 
position, Under the oxisting Land 
Rogulaticas the Council has no such 
powers, and considering the limita 
tlons under which the Council fune~ 
tlons Jt Is really amazing that so much 
Js accomplished, Many attempts ha 
Been made to remedy this by altering. 
thé byelaws, ‘The Chinese Govern- 
‘ment has refused in every instance to 
gree, oven going so far ns to refuse 
fo allow on alteration in the pelling 
Hours for tho convenience of ral 
payers. Tt is unfair to suggest that 
The Couneit has been remiss in this 
matter. A change in the Land Regu! 
fons can only be offected by agree- 
ment between the Forelgn Pewers 
having treaties with China, ond the 
Chinese Government, Tn 1929 there 
was remote possibiilty of achieving 
this, and asa first step in this direc 
tion the Council Invited Judge 
Feetham to come hore and study tho 
situation, Since then the politteal 
situation has completely changed and 
there {s not the remotest possibility of 
achieving unanimity amongst the 
‘othor Powers. We would be expected 
to surrender our predominant position, 
f position whlch ie justifed by the 
very argo. Interests which ate at 
stake, and to this T am sure you 
would nll ‘be opposed. | And that 
brings me to a brief review of our 
position. 

‘As you are no doubt aware, thore 
‘were originally two Sottlements here, 
the British and the American, These 
‘wore subsequently amalgamated, and 
the chairmanship of the Couneli has 
since then been held ofther by a 
British or an Amerlean Member, For 
many years the Counell was made up 
entirely of British and Amerlean 
members. Eventually it was desided, 
In order to inerense the International 
aspect of the Counell, to Include 
hominees of other nationalities, Tn 
1013, the year before the War, there 
were seven British, one American and 
‘one German member on the Counell 
In 1915.2 Japanese was co-opted, and 
Im 1916 n Japanese was for tho frst 
time elected, In that year the con- 
stitution of the Council was six Brit- 
ish, one American, ono Russian and 
fone Japanese. As a resutt of the 
revolution in. Russia the  Tusslan 
member dropped out, and from then 
onwards wp to 1928 the Counell has 
Been made up of five British, two 
‘Amerieann and two Japanese meinbors 
fas the result of a so-called gentle- 
men's agreement. A British majority 
had therefore been maintained up to 
1928, "In that year the Chineso were 
for the first time admitted to the 
Couneil, and this entirely upset the 
valance and ereated a new situation. 
‘A British majority could no longer be 
maintained, but it was felt tnt as 
Yong as there was a non-Chinese ma- 
Jority the Interests of the foreign 
vatepayers would be sufficiently pro- 
feoted. As long ns the Anglo-Ameri- 
can group hold half the seals on the 
Council with @ British or American 

lrman holding a casting vote the 
thlerests of the foreign community as 
a whole appeared to be safeguarded. 
But this position has now been chal- 
Tenged ‘by the Japanese. We are 
pound to question the reasons for this 
thallenge the more so as the election

It there is to be any change in the 
make-up of the Council it should be 
by mutual agreement and not be 
forced upon us. A good case can be 
made out for the inclusion of repre- 
‘sentatives of nations at present not 
Topresented, but this is a very ditter. | 
ent thing to increasing the number of | 
Japanese Councillors from two. to! 
three. The time may have come when 
a change may be advisable in the 
direction of the British and Ameri- 
eans making room for one or two 
representatives. of nationalities at 
present not represented, and T would 
‘ask you to give this suggestion your 
very careful consideration, 

‘We British created tho Settlement 
‘and ore proud of the same. We have 
‘built up and controlled its administra- 
‘tlon for over 80 years. Wo and we 
only have made from time to time 
‘concessions in order to broaden the 
international aspect of the muntcipal 
administration. ‘That being so, we are 
entitled to demand, so long as Brit. 
Ish interests predominate, that if 
‘there is to be any change we shall 
continue to have adequate protection 
for our vast interests. 

In my speech at the anaval dinner 
of St. David's Socloty last year, J 
urged’ the British community not to 
Jose the predominant position In the 
International Settlement, which we 
have Inherited from our forefathers, 
‘through sheer apathy. The response of 
‘the forelgn community in the recent 
‘election to the attack upon the status 
quo has been most gratifying. 1 would, 
however, urge upon you not to be 
Julled Into a sense of false security, 
but to continue to organize in such 
‘a way that for many years to come 
our predominant position may con- 
tinue to be unassailable despite the 
continued attacks which are bound to 
be made and which in future are 
likely to be organized with greater 
skin,

VALUE OF THE SOY BEAN IN CHINA 


Dr. H. W. Miller Yells Rotarians of Uses: First Rank 
in Utility in Human Nutrition 


A very Interesting and informative 
address was delivered on ‘Thursday to 
‘members of the Shanghai Rotary Club) 
at thelr usual weekly re-union held 
Jn the Metropole Hotel, by Dr. Harry| 
‘W. Miller, medical superintendent of| 
the Shanghai Sanitarium and Clinic. 
pon "The ‘Food Value of the Soy 

Introduced to the meeting by Me. 
William Yinson Lee, the speaker 
pointed out that China was the home| 
of the yellow soy bean, it being called 
the “gold” of China because, _com- 
pared with all other food substances, 
it ranked frst in its utility as food, 
none other known storing. so much 
of nature's energy and containing £0 
much human nutrition. 

“AML enimal life” sald Dr. Miller 
“ig dependent primarily upon the 
products of the sall,.chemical analyses 
showing that all the elements found 
Jn the bodles of animals are not found 
in vegetation, so that it Is now up 
to sclence to be able to produce trom| 
vegetable products similar flavours 
jand nutritional values equivalent to 
those contained in the flesh of animals 
that are used for foodstuffs. ‘This Is| 
gradually being accomplished _and| 
when It shall have been fully accom-| 
plished there fs no contribution from’ 
‘an economic as well as @ health stand. 
point that can surpass it in behalf of 
‘the welfare of humanity.

For the feeding of new-born infants| 
the curd of soy protein 1s very soft, 
and flaky-lIike, giving It @ superior’ 
advantage over cow's milk, the latter: 
forming hard curds that frequently. 
ive rise to vomiting and diarrhoeal 
atiacks in children, ‘The adequate 
vilamins present in soy beans, thelr 
high mineral content, such as ealelum 
‘and phosphorus, and the valuable 
lecithin, gives it a role as 2 protec 
tive food for the people of the Orlent.,| 

‘Whether one travels in the north, 
west or south of Chine he will find 
Soy beans used everywhere. Bud- 
dhist monks have been reared from 
thelr birth without ever having tasted 
‘animal milk.

Soy milk L one of the forms in which 
the soy bean can best be utilised in| 
nutrition, and our experimental re+ 
sults have proved that about elghty| 
per cent. of the protein can be ex- 
tracted from the bean in liquid form, 
hheld in suspension, and trom fitty 10} 
seventy per cent, of fat.”

People in’Shanghal are probably no 
better and no worse than those any- 
where else in the world when it 
comes to belng on time for appoint. 
‘ments, yet with all the modern facili- 
tles provided by this city fo 
ascertaining the correct time, habitual 
ate-comers have really ‘very Uttle 
excuse for not overcoming this habit, 
In addition to a large number of 
modern clocks on towers and set in 
the faces of bulldings, there are three 
main "sources from which the time 
can be obtained. 

‘At noon every Wedneséry and 
Saturday, an ancient 12-powstor in 
the Pootung Yard of the | Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs, opposite the main 
building on the Bund, is set off its 
resounding boom being clearly heard 
Uhroughout the Central District. At 
about 11.50 on those two mornings in 
the week, men from the signal station 
ram a load of gunpowder down the 
breech, follow it up with a strong 
plece of sacking as wadding, and then, 


globe on top of the Bund Semaphore 
Station, while the preliminary chimes 
of "Big Ching” ring out. As soon as 
the globe fells, the fuse is set alight,

Astronomleal Block 

‘Tho third service ts that maintained 
by the Shanthal Power Co,, in the 
form of an “astronomteal clock" at the 
‘Riverside Station.

public, get thelr time from this one, 
which’ resulates the frequency of the 
current along the power lines. An 
extra hand {s fitted to this clock. and 
8 power company employee regularly 
sees to it that this hand keops time 
‘with the reaular hands. ‘The freauency 
fof the current ts altered to make uv 
for golns or losses by elther hand: as 
the service does not apply in the 
French Concession, this explains why 
fan electric clock which kept perfect 
time in Yu Yuen Road, for instance, 
falle to do #0, say, tn Avenuo Joffre. 

Closely Tinked with the latter service 
ls one maintained by a toca} radio 
station. where time signals. “correct 
to withtn two seconds at all times.” 
fare broadeast nt resular Intervals 
throughout the day. to the beneft of 
‘those without electric tlme-pleces. The 
“astronomical clocks” are Kept ac- 
curate by the Fathers at the Siccawel 
Observatory.

Adolph, who has only’ recently .re-| 
turned ‘from the area close to where| 
ithe Red forces are now operating, 
gave hig opinion as to why the Bri- 
fish and American missionaries were 
now imprisoned in’ Hungtung and 
Linten, 

“Just as these missonaries wefo 
getting themselves ready to evacuate,” 
he declared, “the forces from Nan- 
king arrived in the threatened area, 
snd. the missionaries naturally con- 
cluded that this would be ample 
guarantee of thelr personal safety. 
They were, of course, reluctant to} 
leave Hungtung and Linfen for the| 
south, which is a “bandit-infested| 
area,’ when they would be ensured| 
‘of protection by staying In theso| 
towns, which were being fortifed by| 
Government troops. 

"I heard of one man who actually 
went south from Hungtung to Linfen, 
thoroughly reassured after witness- 
Ing the arrival of the Government| 
troops, and retumed to Linfen, as| 
ho did not honestly think that’ tho| 
risk ‘was suificient to merit  hhim| 
leaving that area.

Stationed Close to Towns Now in Communist Hands: 
Tells of Dangers in the Interior

Dr, Adolph told of an exciting| 
experience that he had while he was| 
stationed in Linfen.

Possibilities of Help 

telegram recently received by 
the “North-China Herald” from Pel 
ping, it was stated it was believed that 
‘aeroplanes provided the only method 
of evacuating the missionaries, but 
aviation ofleials had declared’ that 
only an autogiro could land in the 
vicinity, of Pingyang.

story “illustrative of the  methods|

He had it told to him from a first- 
hand source when he was up in the] 
threatened area. Early in March, 
he sald, a party of Communists peace-| 
fully took over a village, eight’ miles| 
from Fenchow, and one of them, 
representing himself as the village| 
elder, then called up the county| 
magistrate on the telephone. He| 
‘asked the magisirate whether every-| 
thing was peaceful in his district, 
whether they had any ammunition| 
with them, whether the city were| 
properly fortified, and also put num- 
erous questions as to the condition 
fof the guns, the number of soldiers, 
ete, each question being faithfully] 
‘nsvered by the ‘county magistrate. 
Every detall was discovered without| 
the oflelal at the other end of the| 
‘phone gaining the slightest idea of| 
the hoax which was being perpetrat 
‘ed, and probably imagining that he| 
‘was being called up by a peacetul-| 
looking, greybearded old gentleman:| 

‘Turning to the more serious side| 
ot the question, Dr. Adolph said 
that missionaries who went into the 
Interior of China knew well that] 
they were taking their lives into] 
thelr hands, and were acquainted] 
with all the diMieulties and dangers| 
with which they would be. con- 
fronted, ‘They took the risk of 
death in carrying out thelr duties. 
Xf, after the death of a missionary,| 
the consul concerned should demand

One fault 
found by the Chicago dentists was 
that the solution prepared by drug- 
Giste according, to prescription was 
at times not uniform in that Thymol, 
‘8 drug which deteriorates rapidly with 
fage wae used of uncertain date, In 
the other cases where new solutions 
were used it was found that the 
solution was out of balance at the 
{ime of its application. Ether, another 
part of the solution, also evaporates 
rapidly and an uncorked bottle or 
the carrying of the cotton pellet 
saturated with the solution too long 
a distance from the bottle to the 
mouth, may be another cause of the 
oss of is eMelency, therefore the 
conclusion is that the bottle should 
be held close to the patient, 

‘Other Causes 


"Cases have been known. of partial 
success of the solution due to dentine, 
the hard tissue which forms the chiet 
constituent of the teeth, having been 
previously treated with phenol, silver | 
nitrate, or similar drugs, It has been 
found that dentine under old amalgam 
‘lings is more dimicult to desensitize. 
In fact, dentine exposed to sallva for 
several days may reduce the action 
ff the solution. ‘Thus these and many 
other causes might retard the| 
leMeieney of the solution.

Excess of Imports Reappears 
Reversing January Ratio 


Although the February returns by 
the Chinese Maritime Customs for 
all China show that there was for that 
month an. excess . of imports of 
merchandise valued at Chinese| 
Standard $16,870,611 against the Janu- 
ary excess of exports of $9,718,962, the 
totals for the January-February 
periods Yor this year compared with 
ast year, show exports almost level 
‘with imports whereas in 1935 exports 
were very far behind.

Membership of 38 Reported at First Meeting: Greater 
Liquidity of Funds Expected

Appeal to Bankers 

‘Mr. Li expressed confidence that 
{the operation of the Acceptance House 
will result in greater liquidity of bank 
funds which are now more or less tled 
lup through accommodation to indus- 
{rial and commercial concerns in the 
form of secured loans. He invited alt 
banks to invest thelr surplus funds in 
these bills which offer the highest 
margin of safety and which may be 
treated as a second reserve since they 
are easily marketed or re-discounted, 

In conclusion, Mr. Li. pointed out 
another advantage which ‘may result 
from the operation of the Acceptance 
House—the reduction of interest on 
loans in general. As the accepted 
bills bear comparatively lower inter- 
est than ordinary commercial bills, 
their wider use is likely to lead to a 
general reduction in interest charges. 


Manager's Report 

‘A report on the work of the Ac- 
ceptance House was then made by 
Mr. Perey Chu, the Manager, who 
said that on the inaugiration of the 
‘Acceptance House on the 10th inst, 
membership comprised 34 of the lead- 
ing modern Chinese banks in this 
city. In the course of the past ten 
days, however, four other banks have 
applied for membership, thus bringing, 
the total to 38, 

‘The reserve fund of the Acceptance 
House, contributed by the member 
banks ‘composed of the Joint Reserve 
Board and its Clearing House, has 
been fully pald up. ‘This. “fund 
amounts to a total of $7,023,760 
(national currency), ‘The total funds 
available for the acceptance of bills 
of exchange, Mr. Chu said, are fixed 
‘at $90,495,000, apportioned among the 
member-banks in accordance with 
thelr respective capital and reserves, 

‘With regard to the acceptance of 
native products as security for the 
bills of exchange, he sald, that, for 
the time belng, such native products 
are confined to the following categor- 
fes: rice, wheat, flour, general provi- 
‘sions, cotton, cotton yarn and cloth, 
sugar, silk, silleworm cocoons, tea, leat 
tobacco, coal, iron, and paper.

Protective Dyke Building 

‘Our views remain unaltered and 
though there Is no doubt that dyke| 
building is @ necessary evil it seems 
to me that more could be done to 
prevent major disasters. 

‘The authorities have in hand a 
scheme for the protection of Hankow 
fand other areas: these schemes cost 
very large sums of money but as T 
have said vefore there is a crying 
vmeed for a Conservancy Board to 
serve the whole Yangtze, to examine 
‘measures for prevention or ameliora- 
tion, ‘This is a question for engineers 
of the first order and any measures 
to be really effective will cost vast 
sums but If effective measures are 





found feasible still vast sums| 
will be saved and the work could 
be sprend over a period of 


years. Rellet may not be possible 
‘within a decade but if it ‘took a 
century it would be Worth the effort. 
We have had a peaceful year and

Political Situation 
On the whole, during 1935, the Prov. 
Ince of Hupeh’ can bo said to have 
been remarkably free from political 
disturbances.  Periodie raids oceurred 
‘long the south-eastern part of the 
province and .the Canton-Hankow 
Rallway was marked out for oc- 
fortunately 

however without any. more serious 
consequence than the dislocation of 


























trafic from time to time. This 
mountainous district along the 
Klongsi-Hunan borders harbours 


many subversive elements, chiefly 
consisting of defeated Reds who were 
previously located in the north~ 

Western parts of Kiangsi, Tn the 
early part of 1934 when the Govern 
‘ment troops were getting the upper 
hand inthe anti-communistic cam- 
paign in Kiangsl, it was said 
that os many a5 40.000 Reds sur- 
rendered and settled down in 
this district, boing altracted there 
no doubt" by the geographical 
features of the country-side which 
enabled them to conduct their 
plundering habits with the minimum 
of risk. In April a comparatively’ 
large force of about, 4,000 of these 
unruly elements gathered over tho 
dorder in Hunan’ and managed to} 
eaplure the city of Pinklang and, 
moving westward, threatened the im: 
portant town of Yochow. AN for- 
eigners were evacuated and many of 
the merchants took the precautlon of, 
loading thelr merchandise into junk. 
However, with the ald of troops from| 
Changsha, the ralders were finally’ 
driven back again into Kiangsl. 

In the south-western section of the| 
province, the bandit leader Ho Lung| 
Beain made — himself prominent, 
Emerging from his mountainous 
stronghold on the borders of| 
Szechuen, ho, together with Hslao| 
Koh, advanced with his Red armies| 
in an easterly direction and, after de- 
fealing the 241 md $8th ‘Divisions, | 
captured Tayung, Tzell and Shlhmen,| 
gelling within @sy to fourly miles: 
of Tsingshih, Tu" the south they 
‘captured Taoyuan ‘and threatened the 
important city of Changleh. Rein- 
forcements from Changsha and 
severcl divisions of Central Gover 
‘ment troops from the north of Hunan 
recovered the lost ground by the end, 
of July, but in August the invaders 
‘again eluded thelr pursuers and on 
‘August 26 entered Tsingshih where: 
they remained until September 15. 
During the period of thelr occupation, 
the large and important commercial 
centre was completely looted. ‘Then, 
breaking through the cordon of tzoops, 
which had surrounded them, they 
crossed the Yuan River nbout Novem- 
ber 25 and created havoc in the 
‘western part of Hunan. 

‘The economle gloom which pre-' 
vailed in 1934 did show some signs} 
‘of lifting but the close of 1935 di 

ttle to Justify optimism. 

‘The general situation was aggravated 
by the visitation of floods during the 
summer along the Yanglze and Jaa. 
Rivers and, although the effects have 
probably been aleviated by the re. 
markable recuperative powers of the 
Chinese, there is no doubt that trad- 
ing interests suffered a severe blow 
sa yesult of the wide-spread destruc- 
tion of life and property which took 
place. 





























Finanelal Disturbances 
‘The financial market was, this year, 











agaiy greatly disturbed "and the 
‘manner In which obligations wero re- 


pudiated has-naturally had a most | 


demoralizing effect A complete lack 


‘occurred 
during the year, the June Settlement 
‘alone involving 27 merchants and cash 
‘shops to the extent of about $3,000,000. 
In consequence of this deplorable state 
of ‘affairs the money market became 
extremely tight and by the end of the 
year it was almost impossible for 
‘Chinese merchants to obtain loans 
from banks or cash shops. Whilo 
financial chaos has been the im- 
mediate result, the effect, as far as 
the future is” concerned, should be 
that trading will be “conducted on 
sounder lines with less risk to 
‘merchants in general. ‘The currency. 
reform came. into belng early. in 
November. ‘This movement at first 
was regarded with susplelon and de- 
posits in banks and cash shops were 
withdrawn as rapidly as possible and 
the money elther concerted into ster- 
Ung or US, currency at, of course, 
greatly reduced rates of ‘interest, or 
invested in property and goods: 
gradually however the changed con- 
ditions are belng accepted though up- 
jcountry old customs die hard. 


Survey of Trade 

‘As usual our annual report will 
carry comprehensive reports on the 
trade of Hankow. These are. not| 
merely dry as dust statements of| 
Agures, “You will find them 
instructive .and informative and in 
thanking those members of the Cham- 
ber who have compiled them T am 
contdeat that do so on behalf of us 

‘You will no doubt expect from me 
however a general survey of con- 
ditions during the past year and I 
trust that my review wilt provide you | 
with the skeleton which you can later 
clothe with the substance to be found 
in the reports mentioned. 


‘Judging me in the light ,of the 
spoken word for the past two years 
you will have guessed that I am by 
hole an optimist but I have had 
‘some. years’ experience of Hankow 
‘nd I always gather fresh hope for 
the future when T reflect upon our 
past. We still suffer from the Slings 
‘and Arrows of outrageous Fortune but 
even if wo cannot command Success 
‘we can earry on so long as we deserve 
it 


‘There are signs nevertheless that 
the worst of the depression is passing, 
‘that we have dammed its rising tide 
although ¢hore are still many obstacles 
to overcome before any  goneral 
revival of international trade, or re- 
‘turn to real stability or a renewal of 
confidence are possible. 


Commodities Reviewed 


‘Turning to particular com- 
moditles— 
‘Sesamum Seed:—There was a 


welcome revival in this trade at in- 
creased prices and further demand is 
oxpected: rising prices here however 
ed to repudiation of contracts which 
Ted to the transfer of a good deal 
of business to Shanghal 

Horse Beans:—This trade was badly’ 
hit by floods as crops over large ares 
were destroyed. 

‘Wood Oll:—The demand for this im- 
portant commodity has been very 
isk and prices rose to the high level 
$87 per picul due to heavy demand 
following 2 shortage of stocks in 
America. There is every prospect of 
‘a continued demand with possibly o 
further rise in price which is still at 
the high level of $50 per ploul. 

China Grass:—The season started 
well and the first group was unusually 
fine for which good prices were| 
obtained. Drought and later flood 
risk however affected the second 
erop which was cut before maturity, 
fand actual flood was in the main 
Fesponsiblo for the almost complete 
fallure of the ahird erop. 

‘Antimony:—Demand from abroad 
has been better but prices at 
Changsha have been highly erratic 
which hag resulted in spasmodic 
business. 

Gallouts, Bristles and Pig Intestines 
have all been in better demand but| 
business, as is the case with most| 
commodities is subject to fluctuating| 
demand frequently stifled by un- 
justfled increase in price by dealers. 

Ege Trade Diticulties 

Egg Products.—The spring season| 
‘opened late and the high prices de-| 
manded checked the export abroa 
this however was overcome later and 
‘a fair business was done: following| 
the floods the autumn season was 
oor owing to the very small supplies| 
offering. The egg trade has many 
dificulties outside of China to face—| 
depression in Europe, import tariffs, 
quotas and propaganda against 
Chinese eggs. 

It is Atting to call attention to the| 
fact that only egg-products of con- 
sistently high standard will survive:| 
whilst gn the subject of quality it is| 
Pleasant to record that. - recognised 
brands have passed the severest tests 

‘Goatskins:—The exchange factor in| 
China. and improved prices in 
‘America should mean a° considerable| 
improvement in demand for 1996 over| 
1035 which was below normal, 

Cowhides have shown. better| 
demand though recently Ttaly has not| 
‘been an active purchaser and cur-'

‘Tea Trade Competition 

‘Tea:—The demand abroad for 1935) 
/was very limited: this in conjunction 
with the over shipments made in| 
1994 would have meant heavy losses 
‘but as it happened offerings locally 
were small which automatically 
‘meant restricted export thus enabling| 
the 1994 stocks to be absorbed. 

‘Tea marketed in Hankow has| 
unfortunately a limited appeal. and 
‘has to compete | against a growing 
taste in tea-drinking countries for| 
the stronger teas produced by| 
India, Ceylon and Java. It Is im- 
perative for the China grower to 
Improve tea of the lower grades or 
he will find his only market abroad 
that for the changes and Fine 
Oantas which have a special market, 

‘Hankow now has a serious com-| 
petitor in Japan Black “Teas, which 
‘are of much better manufacture in| 
every way than similar grades of| 
the local product. ‘To give some idea 
of the progress Japanese Black Teas 
hhave made the following figures are| 
‘eloquent:— 





Hazards 

Cotton:—The first half of the 1934, 
1895 cotton season opened with an 
almost “entire absence of ‘business| 
due to poor financial and trading 
conditions. ‘There had been —some| 
increase the’ preceding autumn but 
by June the business handled through 
the regular channels showed a 
[decrease of some 100,000 pieuls _on| 
the year: however allowing for the 
local mill and domestic consumption, 
throughout the mid-Yangtze area . {t 
{g estimated that the total yield was 
probably in the neighbourhood of 
1% million picuts. 

Tt is diMeult in view of the lack of| 
authentic published figures to produce 
‘authoritative figures but from _re- 
ports received there ‘was “reason to 
fexpect an improvement in yleld in 
the autumn. Floods however. des-| 
jtrayed this hope particularly in 
[western Hupeh and exports are down 
some Atty per cent. 

Prices ranged | from $33 to $35 
‘quintal but trade was so bad that a‘| 
the end of June the very low price| 
of $25.90 per quintal was recorded: 
later speculators fore-seeing _ the| 
Jdestruction in the wake of the floods 
bought up visible stocks and_ since 
then prices rose until $28.65 was 
paid at the end of December by a| 
Hlocal mill for good quality fine cotton 
i.e. $50 per picul. 

‘The spinning industry is in the| 
Jdepths and during the past winter 
ess than forty per cent. of the avail- 
fable spindles were in operation in 
‘the Wuhan area, 

Export Trade Requirements 

In any review of China's export| 
trade “the questions ‘of quality, 
method of production and marketing 
‘arise, ‘The authorities are aware of 
the value of standard qualities but 
the difculties possibly the expense| 
‘which prevent really effective effort 
towards improvement appear insuper- 
fable for the moment yet unless these 

‘overcome and some definite pro- 
gress is made in the direction of| 
‘eradication of deliberate and foolish 
adulteration It will be a long journey | 
before the desired goal is reached. 

‘A disturbing feature is the ten- 
Jdency towards official interference 
with trade: Government control and| 
the institution of monopolies so fre-| 
/quently check development and there- 
fore interfere with sound efficient 
trading: in this connection it is| 
rumoured that control may’ be Ine 
troduced in the Wood Oil trade—a| 
matter that is causing considerable 
anxiety. 

Tt is fitting to mentioned in this| 
connection the Testing Bureau. It is 
served by experts but in the main! 
markets of China it should be possible 
to widen the scope of their work to 
fensure that cargo cannot be put on 
the market below a certain standard: 
it Is the aim of all Governments tc 
fencourage exports and also to assist 
fas far ag lies in their power to main~ 
tain a standard of quality which is 
automatically recognized by receiving 
‘countries as first class. If the’ raw 
material” is put on the market 
deliberately adulterated, as is 60 
frequently the case, it does not re- 
jdound to the credit of China and 
merchants or middiemen should be 
dealt with severely. Tactica of this 
sort are short-sighted and there are 
‘two ultimate losers China herself and 
the unfortunate producer whose lot 
is hard enough in any case and whose| 
interest the Government 1s out tol 
further. 

















‘Communications 
The opening up of the Country’ 
continues and though this is but one 
sign of progress it is one of major 
importance, 
‘China -is road conscious, railway| 
conscious and airminded and though

‘Stability 1s essential to good trad-

confldence will follow. 

‘The advent of Sir Frederic Leith:

cotton mills are out of commission 
and I fear ikely to remain 50 for 
some time to come owing to the 
‘keen competition from Japan and the 
‘general impoverishment of the people 
In rural districts through a succession 
of floods and internal troubles, 

‘Minor factories producing ‘cheap 
soap, matches, wine and sundries 
have done better recently as im. 
ported goods of foreign manufacture 
are out of reach of the ordinury 
buyer owing to a higher first cost 
plus prohibitive duty, 

Labour Conditions Improves 

It is gratifying to report that, os 
in 1034, labour throughout 1995 both 
in Hankow and in adjacent cities has 
‘worked very quietly and the steady 
progress in this respect for the past 
two years has been marked, 

‘There is unfortunately no doubt 
that there is considerable distress 
locally and elsewhere and the only 
thing that can bring about any real 
relief is a general improvement in 
trade: the position was again 
aggravated by floods and though the 
merchant has been hard up against 
It the position of the labourer has 
‘been worse. The improvement of tno 
position of the farmer, that is the 
improvement of rural economy, has 
‘been stressed and has the attention 
‘of the proper authorities, ‘This is 
the foundation on which to bulld and 
it'le upon this that any general m= 
provement must rest. < 

‘Hankow is notorious for its dificult 
Inbour conditions and the munleipall- 
ty has been engaged for some time 
in investigating this problem. It is 
patent that abuses abound but the 
problem -bristios with — difteulties 
though given better times they would 
be simplified. 

“In this connection I should lke 1 
pay a tribute to the beneftt to Han- 
Kow in having as provincial governor, 
Gen, Chang Chun. He was firm, able 
and conscientious and all those who 
‘met him can have experienced noth- 
ing but courtesy and assistance.

detection, I have personally had no 
experience in this sort of thing but 
will explain how it ean be done. 

T voted early.on Monday morning.| 
Tt would have | been a very simple| 
matter for me to take the ballot to} 
any one of dozens of print shops, 
duplicate the type and the paper and 
‘befor. the polls closed for the day 
have in my possession hundreds or 
thousands of voting tickets which no 
Jone could tell from the genuine. With 
these Incmy possession it would have 
been an even simpler matter to pula 
dozen fake ballots in the box and 
with a few confederates it would be 
possible to put in hundreds. 

‘Tho recent count of ballots showed 
that the scrutincers did not. check 
‘the ballots they counted with the| 
voting list as checked off by the! 
election clerks, If they had done so| 
they would at once have  detected| 
the discrepancy between the number 
of votes andthe number of ballots. 
If this precaution is not taken the 
fact that the ballot boxes were stut-| 
fed could not be detected, Even it] 
the fraud were discovered it would 
be impossible to detect which ballots 
were spurious. ‘The signatures would 
be no ald because half the signatures| 
in Shanghai are illegible except to 
thore who are familiar with them. 

If the election procedure is not} 
reformed and precautions taken! 
Jagainst fraud of this kind 1 will 
guarantee to place at least six copies| 
of this letter in the ballot box at the] 
next election. It would be a very 
simple matter to prevent fraud of| 
this kind, An election official should 
be placed at each box to whom the 
ballots will be handed for deposit| 
latter he has checked a second voting

“He opened the door of Jagat 
Singh, one of the defendant’, house, 
and saw him lying sie on the bed. 
Jogat Singh told. him that he was 
suffering from fever and sieknéss. 

‘Later, witness heard a sound from 
outside, that of a man erying out "t 
hhave been’ struck by Jamal Din.” 
He and other men in the room went 
outside, and saw complainant, who 
‘was. bleeding trom the eye. He 
mentioned the name of Jamal Din, 
find of nobody else. Another tndian 
named Nobut’ Khan took Munshi 
Charagh “Din to hospital, and wit- 
ness then came” back into Jagat 
Singh's room, and told him what had 
happened.

Charges of Robbery Dismissed

Summing up, Mr. C. H. Haines, 
the Reyistar, said that he had con- 
sidered the evidence before him, and 
he was going to consider the charge| 
of robbery first.

‘The evi- 
dence against him for that charge 
was the evidence of the complainant 
himself, and of another Indian by| 
the name of Sandu Singh. Sandu| 














Singh had definitely stated that the| 
other Indian who ran away was| 
Jagat Singh, but he was inclined to} 
doubt very much whether it was. 

He was not satisfied in both in-| 
stanees that the charge of robbery] 
was justified, and he therefore dis- 
missed that charge. He did not think| 
either that Jagat’ Singh assaulted 
complainant. He did not - believe 
that he was presont at the time of 
the assault, and the charge against 
him of assaulting complainant would 
‘also be dismissed. 

‘There remained the charge of} 
assault against Jamal Din. He asked| 
the accused whether he wished to 
have a trial by jury, or whether he 
wished to be dealt with summarily 
In the Police Court, 

‘Accused replied that he was will- 
ing to have the case heard summari- 
ly, but he wished to make a state: 
ment. : 

Mr. Haines said that if the case 
were proved, the maximum sentence 
he could give would be three months| 
Imprisonment, but he did not. think 
that would be sufficient for an assault 
of this nature. He would therefore| 
commit the accused for trial. The| 
date of the trial would be announced| 
later, and he would grant bail on 
the same terms as before. 

‘Mr. MeDonald asked the Registrar] 
whether he had deGnitely made up 
his mind to grant bail in a case that 
practically amounted to murder. He 
submitted that in a case of this kind 
bail should not be granted.

Alter’ some argument, Dr. Fischer, 
addressing the judge, sald “The 
plaintif’ in this case wos married to 
&n Englishman named Mr. Joseph 
‘who later died and left house and 
property at No, 10 Route Pottier, 
‘Shanghal. Among the goods left w 
fun carpets, and sliverware. 
‘Since 1032, Mrs. ‘Joseph had taken 
out an insurance policy for the 
silverware. In 1033, the plaintift 
married the defendant while in 
Japan and changed her name from

Continuing, Dr. Fischer said he had 
the evidence of the former house- 
boy. When the plaintift wanted the 
silverware, the defendant admitted he 
had pawned it for $600, Dr, Flacher 
said, In conclusion, Dr, Fischer ask- 
ed for judgment in favour of his 
llent. 

In reply, the defendant asked the 
judge not to believe the counsel for 
Plaintiff because, he said, his allega- 
ions were without foundation, ‘The

General Staff Talks Explained 

‘The General Staff conversations 
only applied in a case of unprovoked 
‘aggression. He hoped these condi- 
tions would never arise, Fut he was 
confident that they were much less 
Ukely to arise if the British position 
were made quite clear, 

Tn the ease of the undertaking into 
which Britain was prepared to enter 
as part of a final settlement, guaran- 
tees between the Powers of western 
Europe would be reciprocal, and 
Britain would receive as well as give 
guarantees and share in security as 
well as in risk. 

‘The new guarantees would be open 
{to all Locarno signatories, including 
Germany, 

‘Summing up the effect of the as 
surances given to France and Belgiur 
in the event of failure of conciliation, 
Mr, Eden said that except in respect 
of parts of Europe covered by the 
Locarno obligations, British engage- 
ments were precisely the same os 
those of any other member of the 
League of Nations, and in respect of 
the area covered by the Locamo 
Treaty, there was no new commit 
ment but only arrangements for a 
more effectual fulfilment of commit- 
ments already existing. 

‘The Foreign Secretary said he did 
not regret one of the proposals con- 
tained in the White Paper. Cireum- 
stances were es grave as any since 
the War. Few people in Britain 
realized the immense significance of 
the demilitarized zone (o certain parts 
of Europe, 

‘The White Paper, he declared, 
allayed the immediate prospects of 
steps being taken which might have 


























led to war. 
When the war danger was 
weighed against the White Pa- 


per, he was convinced that they 
Would agree that the document was 
worth while, 

‘They attached the utmost import- 
‘ance to new negotiations, but if they 
were to reach that phase, there must 
be a contribution by the Gérmans, 
Hitherto, none had been forthcoming,

‘That was not enough. If Germany

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INTERPRETATION OF US. NEUTRALITY 


U.S. Policy Regarding Europe, Far East and South 
America: Canada Not in the Comity 
ron Oun Own Comsstensene 


‘Washington, Feb. 25. 

‘The American foreign policy, Mice 
Caesar's Gaul, may be divided into 
‘three parls—European, Far Eastern 
‘ond Latin-American. ‘The degree of 
interest .which the United States! 
takes in these three areas. runs in an| 
ascending seale from European to 
Latin-American, The For East eomes| 
somewhere belween, 

‘Recent events have emphasized this 
tendency. ‘Tho Neutrality Act which 
Congress finally decided to pass was| 
Sirlpped of every feature which might 
have been interpreted as giving aid 
to Europe in solving the current East| 
African, or future, diMeulties. A re- 
markabie specch by Senator Piltman| 
Chairman of the Forelgn Relations: 
Committee of the Senate, attacked 
Japanese policy In China in out 
‘spoken language and asserted Ameri-| 
a's continued Interest In the Nine 
Power Treaty and her continued in-| 
sistance upon the policy of the Open| 
Door. Finally the President —issued| 
‘an invitation to all South American 
Republics to join with the United 
‘States in discuissing common measures| 
which they raight take both to pre- 
serve peace among themselves and| 
‘act In face of the threatened danger 
of European war, 


Curlous Position of Canada 


‘The Dominion of Canada occuples 
a cutlous position. ‘Since it is re 
presented at Washington by a Lega- 
tion It must be considered as a dis- 
inet nation, and it ig most certainly 
fan Amerlean one, Moreover from 
the economic point of view it Is (with 
the exception of Great Britain) 
America's best customer. Yet It can- 
not be included in the proposed Pan- 
American Conference because owing| 
to {ts partnership in the British Em- 
pire it would establish. a Ynke with, 
Europe and rouse the suspicion of the 
‘Senate, which has recently been vead- 
ing George Washington's “Farewell 
‘Address and becoming conscious anew 
of the dangers of European entangle-| 
‘ments and of the Insidious wiles. o| 
forelgn influence” against whieh "the 
Jealousy of a free people ought to be: 
‘constantly awakes? In all ite ise 
cussions of the Western Hemisphero| 
the Administration spokesmen are| 
careful to refer {o American republics 
(which exeludes Canada) and not to 
American nations (which would In- 
elude her). 

‘The precepts of George Washington 
‘have with the passage of time become 
part of the nation’s instinct, and 
Against instinct reason is always at! 
a disadvantage. ‘Washington said 
“Burope has a ‘sot of primary In+ 
terests which to us have none, or 
a very remote relation, Hence’ she 
must "be engaged In frequent con- 
troversies the causes of which are 
‘essentially foreign to our concerns... 
‘The poriod is not far off when....we 
may take such an attitude as will 
cause tho neutrality we may at any 
time resolve upon to be scrupulously 
respecled....Why entangle our peace 
‘and prosperity in the toils of Buro- 
pean ambition, rivalship, interest, 
humour or caprice." Identical sonti- 
ments may be heard In the Halls of 
Congress and read in the columns of 
the press lo-day, expressed by mon 
who have probably never read the 
above remarks of George Washington. 
Tt was upon Just such prinelples. as 
these that American neutrality Tegisl- 
ation has, been based. 


No Watertight Compartment 

‘The State Department, engaged in 
fa yeasoned and not an instinctive 
approach to the problem, has realized 
for some tine that the Interests of 
America and the interests of Europe 
cannot be placed in absolutely water- 
‘tght compartments and that America| 
cannot be completely indifferent to: 
European affairs, even though pru- 
dence distate that she play no active 
part in them. Especlally ts this true 
in matlers of war and peace. Even. 
if, runs the dominant State Depart- 
‘ment point of view, the United States 
could by carefully planned legisiatlon 
prevent herself from being involved 
in war, she would suffer indirectly: 
from {ls consequences. 

‘The world has become aw sensitive 
unit and if one part is hurt the whole 
suffers. If only from the paint of 
view ‘of enlightened self-interest, 
therefore America should use whai 
influence she could to preserve world 
peace and, if, hostilities broke out, 
to shorten the duration of war. 

Even the State Department dared 
not fly in the face of popular instinel 
to the extent of urging co-operation| 
with the League. “Instead the theory’ 
Was evolved that America and the 




















League should cach follow their 
respective courses though as the ob- 
Jective of each was the same thelr’ 
‘measures might at certain points| 
colnelde, or supplement each other. 


Ametlean Neutrallty Bill 


‘The State Department views were 
embodied in on Administration neu- 
trality bin which both disappointed 
and pleased the League. Disappointed 
ft because it made no distinction 
whalsoever between aggressor and) 
victim, but pleased it because it pro- 
posed ‘the establishment of normal 
export quotas {0 belllgerents whieh 
would mean that a League embargo| 
could not be offset by additional ex- 
ports from America. 

But even this limited and incidental 
co-operation with Europe was more 
than the majority of Senaters could 
sland. ‘Commercial Interests who 
would be affected if the quola system 
were established brought pressure {0 
bear ‘and the State Department, dis- 
Mlusioned and puzzied by events in 
Geneva, brought no pressure of its 
‘own lo right the balance. When 
Senator Hiram Johnson of California 
threatened to organize x fllbuster| 
It American rights to trade in time| 
of war with every body were In any- 
Wise curtailed Administration sup-| 
porters threw up thelr hands. ‘They 
had no wish to prolong the session 
hor to inject » controversial question 
of foreign policy into the clectoral 
campaign. They therefore decided to 
extend the temporary neutrality act, 
and drop all effort to curtail ship- 
ments of raw materials such as oll 
to bolligerents. 


‘Temporary Pact Amended 


‘Two amendments to the temporary:

In the first 
place all loans to beligerents were| 
barred and in the second Ameriean| 
republies, engaged in war with non 
‘American powers were exempted 
from the provisions of the act. 

‘This last amendment was im: 
portant for it showed that Congress 
regarded Latin Amerlean nations as| 
forming a distinct group of their own, 
though all but two of them were| 
members of the League’ of Nations. 
Co-operation with thelr fellow Ameri- 
can republies was a very different 
matter from co-operation with Europe. 
‘They therefore welcomed the Pres! 
dent's propored extra-ordinary Pan 
‘American Conference. 


Another advantage of making this! 
move towards greater co-operation in 
the western hemisphere was that it 
would keep the various peace organl-| 
zations quiet. If they protested 
against the Administrations neutrality 
stand they could be told in effect, 
"You know how impossible its Is to 
help these Europeans who cannot 
even decide on how to help them- 
selves. How much more profitable to 
concentrate on our Latin American 
neighbours and evolve with them 
Joint “good nelghbour” potley, ereate| 
peaceful paradise in the western 
hemisphere out of earshot of the wars 
‘drums of Europe’ 


‘An Wleatized Pleture 


‘The President probably had some 
such idea in mind when he addressed 
Congress on the “state-of the Union.” 
He presented an idealized picture of 
the Western Hemisphere, "At _no| 
time in the four and a hait centuries 
of elvilization in the Americas has 
there existed a greater spirit of] 
mutual understanding. of -common| 
helpfulness and devotion {6 the ideals 
‘of self government than exists to-day 
In the 2t American republies and| 
thelr neighbour the Dominioa of 
Canada. ‘There Is “neither war nor 
Fumour of war nor desire for war.” 

How different from Europe where 
another world war was a possibility 
which could not be dismissed. ‘The 
President hoped such a possibility 
would not have to be faced, “but if 
face it we must then the United 
Slates and the rest of the Americas| 
ean play but one role; through well 
ordered neulrallty to do naught {0 
‘encourage the contest, through ade- 
quate defence to save’ ourselves from 
embroliment and through example 
‘and all legitimate encouragement and 
assistance to persuade nations to re- 
turn to the ways of peace and 
gocdwil 

If there was a war between a Latin 
Amerlean and a non-American coun- 
‘ry, the United States would not be 
neutral, she would not turn her back 
upon the Monroe doctrine. If there| 
were a war between two Latin 
American slates then 
States would be prepared to use her 

















influence to bring it to an end. But} 
if there were @ war in Europe her} 
sole object would be to keep as far| 
away from it as possible. 


No Neutrality in Asia Conflict 


Senator Pittman’s views on Ameri- 
can Far Eastern policy have already 
‘been mentioned. Senator Thomas of 
Utah spoke with equal frankness 
during the debale on the neutrality 
bill—"We probably will nol be neu- 
tral if war should break out affecting] 
that part of the world where the| 
Phillipines are. Tam sure we would, 
not be neutral if our Interest in the| 
Far East wore being questioned. We| 
should likely refuse to remain aloot| 
funder those circumstances.” 

‘The Seriplures evidently erred in 
stating “Where your treasure is there| 
will your heart be also" for America's. 
economic interests in’ those paris of| 
the world over which she | shows| 
most concern are far less than in| 
these parts of the'world from whicn| 
she strives to assoclate herself as 
‘much as possible. 

‘There are two, considerations re- 
jspecting America's present neutrality 
policy which should be born in mind.

Righ(s-of-Neutral’s Polley 

From 1793 till 1917 the emphasis 
was upon the rights of a neutral.

‘There are strongly loyal Dicken- 
slans who cannot bear to read the 
tecok,, just as there are other people 
who will not touch Dickens in any 
form. So the true Dickens admirer 
need not necessarily be disconsolate 
it he cannot absorb the “Pickwick 
Papers.” But there are others: to 
whom Pickwick is an abiding Joy, 
and after a hundred years it is 
remarkable to think how vivid the 
personalities of the -Papers have 
grown in the minds of English read- 
ing people and how many ouse- 
hold quotations. and phrases the 
book has provided. 

It Is quite easy to understand 
that the ponderous humour of the 
trial of Bardell vs. Pickwick may 
Inritate the modern reader and 
there is no satisfactory ‘way of 
rebutting that criticism. But the 
/Pickwickian will not be discouraged. 
He will chuckle to himself as he 
recalls the saturnine figure of the 
chemist who,was sworn to the jury 
against his will; the wickedly 
unfair way in which Mr. Sam 
Weller is allowed to be the only 
person who scores against the for~ 
midable Serjeant Buzfuz; and the 
terrible plight of the unfortunate 
Mr. Phunky.

It is amazing 
to think how popular the “Pickwick 
Papers” are and yet how out- 
rageously Dickens” ventures to 
describe the national sport of 
cricket. No man could have made 
more mistakes in describing the 
game than the author did in record 
ing the famous match at Dingley 
Delt, and yet cricketers have never 
beer. known to do more than smile 
over the futility of the account of 
the Muggleton champion’s batting 
in which he blocked the doubtful 
balls, missed the bad ones, took 
the good ones and sent them’ ying 
to all parts’ of the fleld. This 
Ignorance, of course, was due to the 
unhappy ‘childhood of the author. 
Dickens’ sympathy with childhood 
Is all the more remarkable because 
circumstances compelled him at 
‘once to leap from infancy to the 
responsibilities of manhood, as 
readers of “David Copperfeld” 
know.

i. Thus Linpucht, one of the largest 
villages between Kaifeng and Tsinan, 
along the river has been ‘completely 
wiped out. The roots of a few of the 
houses still stiek out of the mud, Dut 
the rest have gone, It is sald’ that 
comparatively few of the villagers 
from Linpucht managed to escape. 
‘The breaches in the dyke occured 100 
suddenly and they ‘wore busied alive. 
‘The term burled {s more appropriate 
than drowned as the silt In the water 
Just covers everything, houses, animal 
and human beings, which are caught 
in ‘the trap. 

Farther away from the breach the 
water begins to clarity Itself. There| 
ig'no silt in the water as it pesses 
the Tientsin-Pukow Railway and. thus, 
nothing’ goes to the seo, ‘The silt is 
all left on the plain within a radius 
fof about. 20'"miles’ from the dyke 
breach, ‘This ts rather an interesting 
observation and throws a geim light 
fon the way the reat North ‘China 
alluvial plain has been built-up Tt 
hhas ‘been estimated that about. 10,000 
years were sufielemt to build up this 
plain from sea level to its. present 
helght.

Motor Caravans Often Beset by Bandits: The Luxury 
of Flying Over Gobi ‘

Broadly speaking, there are three| 
different routes the traveller to Urgo 
ean take, by ear cither from Kalgan 
fof Manchouli, or by aeroplane or car 
from Verkne-Udinsk. The, former is| 
perhaps the most intereiting and 
frduous, as it necessitates the cross 
ng of the Gobi Desert through very 
wild country, and It is to be recom 
mended to those wishing to get 9 
eoper insight into the lives and 
customs of the native Mongol. 

‘The camel  caraven, though the| 
usual method of journeying amongst 
the Mongols, cannot be recommended 
to foreigners, and valuable goods 
and passengers bound for Urea are 
Usually sent by motor ear or lorry. 
Both are always overloaded, it be- 
ing nothing Unusual (o°see an ordin- 
ary touring ear carrying from twenty 
fo 24 passengers. These cars gener- 
fily travel in {wos or threes, and 
‘multual assistance is rendered when 
fs fairly often happens, one of the 
fears breaks down, 

‘On leaving Kalgan, the road winds 
along an old river-bed, slowly rising 
for about twenty miles, when = high

A COUNTRY DIARY 











March 22—I always advocate walk- 
ing alone it you want to study na- 
tural phenomena because there is no 
jeasual conversation to take one’s 
mind away from the subject: this 
morning I thought I would try to re- 
cord my mental process to sce how 
it would work out.

my attention on March 6 (how badly 
named that day Is, . . should not the 
Chinese expression Ching Chik have 
been translated “Awakening af 
Insects"?): and if the Insects are ut 
fast stirring will this not at once 
bring us new bird life. ... such as 
the Swallows and the “Warblers? 
What was that story I read in the 
paper on Saturday about Swallows 
always arriving at a Mission In San 
Suan (Cal.) on March 19 for 68 con- 
secutive years, in spite of Leap 
Years? (Here I fell into the local 
dialect and sald to myself “Oh 
Yeah"??). Next in the train of 
thought came this: birds are not con- 
{trolled by a calendar, but the 
calendar itself ts based on such 
phenomena as the Vernal Equinox, 
which was yesterday: but how cau 
this work out right when I find from 
my last year's diary that Spring 
flowers were in bloom and Magnolias, 
already’ carpeting the ground with 
thelr fallen petals by March 15... 
while to-day on March 22 they are 
only in bud? ‘There is something 
wrong somewhere. ‘Then I looked "1p 
[and saw three Swallows chasing ons 
another found the cottages to which 
they resort each year. So I gave the 
problem up and wolked home, still 
thinking. 








March 25.—Just now, many young 
Magpies who have spent the whole 
winter playing in the fields have 
decided to get married and set up a 
home; this is a very serious under- 
taking in a Magpie's life, for they do 
not have the Hollywood habit and 
their houses are elaborate affalrs: 
with careful management they will 
last for years; the foundations must 
be strong and placed on a suitable 
site; the walls well bound togethor 
with strong twigs; and the roof close- 
ly woven to keep it water-tight. All 
these points are carefully attended to 
by the older birds who have learnt 
fn the bitter school of experience. 
But when it comes to theso newly. 
weds, it is quite a different matter: 

















being desperately anxious to get on 
with thelr building, they choose the 
rst flmsy site which comes to thelr 
notice in any adjacent tree; they rush 
hurriedly ‘back and forth carrying 
quite inadequate twigs; and I can 
almost hear them saying to one an 
other... “never mind about founda:

‘This is an obvious 
pun on the word “AperiliI” (as it was 
Previously spelt), but there may be 
Something in it, and in further sup- 
port of this theory I wish to record 
the following old English rhyme:—

And 
when he ‘vent to Glasgow to inspect 
the Queen Mary he travelled both 
ways in a coach attached to the or 
inary night express 

‘In his seven-miles walk through 
the great ship—no less than that: 
the marvel of it!—he got lost by Ins 
sulte more than once and was found 
talking (o tiers and engineers. And 
after all this, he pald a surprise visit 
fo the slums in the Anderton district 
Jot Glasgow, taking the Lord Provost 
John Stewart as his guide, climbes 
many siairs, entered some of the 
poorest homes, and talked with thelr 
Secupants as man to man, 

‘The effect it need hardly be said, 
was tremendous, not least that His 
Majesty always asked courteously 
"May I come in please”? Of one 
woman he asked “How can you 
manage to live in this house?” “We 
fare doing our best till you build us 
a new one,” she replied. “I certainly 
Will” answered the King. 

Directly, of course, His Majesty can 
do nothing. But Glasgow has a good 
‘many housing schemes in hand, and 
{t Is easily imagined that the King's 
slum “visit ‘will spoed them up 
mightily, especially as he announced 
hhis Intention of coming again: soon. 

“Isn't {t time you had a new wall 
paper?" King Edward VII is report~ 
fed to have said when staying in a 
country-house where he had once 
stayed betore. 

“Ten't It time you got rid of these 
slums?" his grandson will say if he 
Goes not find better dwellings when 
next he goes to Glasgow. 

‘But if Glasgow is a sample of His 
Majesty's interest in affairs of State, 
the new reign may see interesting 
developments. 


A Worthwhile Idea 


Apropos of slums I sco that 12 
schoolgirls of Maidstone and 12 of 
Manchester are to exchange courtesies 
in May. ‘The northern children will 
stay for some days in the prettiest 
parts of Kent and then the southern 
Children will have thelr turn among 
tthe factories of Lancashire. 

"The idea seems decidedly worth 
cultivating. We often hear of ex- 
change visits between the schools of 
this country and some part of the 
Continent. Wellington has lately got 
self criticized by arranging such on 
exchange with some Nazi schooltoys 
precisely at the time when Oxford
